ness to tell, when necessary, 
thing- 
that are not entirely true. 
Not long 
ago. on the floor of the Senate, Sena­ 
tor Fess- adm itted that in an 
inter­ 
view he gave* new spaper men he told 
' w hat was not true, in order to get 
it across”. 
As it will be necessary in 
‘ keynoting” at the Kansas City Con­ 
vention. to either evade a lot of d am ­ 
ning tru th s about the record of the 
last seven years or say “ what was not 
tr u e ”.

The stand of S ecretary Mellon and 
his chief.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY

One of the m ost 
significant 
and 
far-reaching legislative 
accomplish­ 
ments in the history of Missouri was 
the passage of 
the 
Public 
Service 
Uommis ion bill in the *7th General 
Assembly. 
The bill, which w as a p ­ 
provi I on March 27, 1918, became ef­ 
fect i\ • on April 15 and was an ell- 
1 be ration and outgrow th of the exist­ 
i n g Board of Railroad and W arehouse 
C 'o m m i s i e n e i T h i s earlier 
Board, 
which had existed from 1875, reached 
out but one g reat public utility and 
that not very effectively. 
The growth of public utilities and 
rise in importance d uring the 
last 
two decade 
<,f the 19th century had 
presented problems in Missouri and 
over the nation which were not be­ 
ing solved by existing governm ental 
agencies and practices. 
“The 
out­ 
standing r.ne, of course, was railroad 
: rate regulation services and finances; 
, the other one- related to the scores of 
(embryo giant industries just em erg ­ 
i n g in the field 
of gas, water, light, 
j strut ear-', 
heating, 
w ater 
power, 
telephone and telegraph. 
The legisla­ 
t u r e sought to 
solve 
the 
railroad 
rate question in Missouri by maxi- 
; mum legislative rates in 
1905 
and 
1907, but Federal injunction was a p ­ 
plied, besides other 
public 
utilities

In 1 DOT Governor Folk in a -penal 
m essage urged that the m unicipali­ 
ties he given the right to regulate 
directly th eir public service corpora­

would sign a bill giving such power 
to a S tate commission.

tu re responded by giving 
Missouri 
cities of the first class only this right. 
In his inaugural

utilities. 
Upon the development 
of 


motor- busses, it became necessary to 
amend the original law passed in 1913 
by a Motor Bus Law, which became 
effective on July 5, 1927. 
The Com­ 
mission m.w has under its jurisdic­ 
tion a vast num ber of services, which 
could Ik* grouped under the following 
headings: railroads, stree t railroads, 
electric and ga> com panies, telephone 
and telegraph companies, w ater com­ 
panies, moto ibuses and other 
public 
utilities. 
(In terstate utilities do not 
come under this State Commission). 
The Supervision of the above 
in­ 
cludes 
exam ination of 
all 
services 
considered, not only with respect 
to 
adequacy and security, but to their* 
Compliance with provisions
